DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As detailed 
out previously, in view of the Declaration filed February 7, 2008 and signed by Mustafa 
Siray indicating that the disclosure at page 4, line 17 of the Canadian patent application 
2,255,456 (Siray et al.) is a typographical error and should have stated 70-140 g/l 
instead of 7-140 g/l, and in further view of prior art which fail to suggest a precipitated 
silica having BET of 350-550 m 2 /g, DBP number of 350-400 g/1 OOg, d 50 of 5-1 5 urn, and 
a tamped density of 20 to less than 70 g/l, the prior art fail to teach the instant invention.
